The City Treasurer of Troy, N, Y., 
an Absconder. 


His Defalcation Not Definitely Known 
—Henry 8. Church Was a Church Or- 
ganist and the Womanin the Case is a 
Choir Singer. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Troy, N. Y., February 8.—The disappearance 
of Henry 8S. Church, the City Unhamberlain, was 
made public, and with it rumors that he was a de- 
faulter in a large amount of the city’s money. In- 
vestigation proved the truth of the rumor, and so 
far the amount of the deficit is said to be $80,000. 
Henry 8. Church was appointed City Chamberlain 
in 1877, and reappointed in 1881. His present 
term would have expired in November. It is un- 
derstood thatthe bonds given by Church at the 
time of his original appointment were not re- 
newed in 1881. His bondsmen at that time were 
S. 0. Gleason, Edward Murphy, jr., 
A. Hotchkiss, H. B. Nims, 
E. Fursman, Ww. H. Barton, 
Charles fgldy, Jared L. Bacon (since deceased) 
and Levi Willard, each of whom then qualified in 
$5,000. Mr. Church was last seen on Monday aft- 
ernoon at5 o’clock. At that time William VY. 
Cleary, the chief clerk in Church’s office, was at 
work and Mr. Church entered. He said the 


Mayor was anxious to have the street-sweepers 
paid, but explained that the tund for the purpose 
was exhausted. He, however, drew acheck for 
$4,329 on the Manufacturers’ National Bank, and 
then asked if the Mayor was around, and, being 
told that he was not, said he wished 
toseehim. Mr. Cleary then went to supper, and

$9,000 out of the Manufacturers’ Bank and of that 
sum paid $2,000 for the city. Itis supposed that 
he had $6,000, with him, although he may have 
taken more. This morning Mrs. Church sent for 
Mr. S. O. Gleason and said her husband had not 
been home since Monday morning, and requested 
Mr. Gleason to take charge of her husband’s pa- 

vers. The Mayor appointed Mr. Gleason and ex-

TILL TAPPERS. 


The Daring Deeds ofa Band of Des- 
peradoes. 


Old and: New Tricks Worked—The “Cor- 
ner Grocer” the Large Majority Victim 
—The Molasses “Racket.” 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, February 8. — An audacious and 
Successful series ot systematic robberies; by 
which scores of shopkeeperg bave been victim- 
ized during the past year, has been traced to its 
source, Three of the gang have been arrested. 
Their fiele of operations has extended over the 
entire city, and the heaviest losers are in the up- 
town districts. The thieves usually traveled in 
pairs or trios, and the police declare that 
the parties now in custody are well-Known crimi- 
nals and dissolute characters. The modes adopted 
by the robbers to successfully carry out their 
schemes varied but little. The principal method 
was for ove of their number to engage the atten- 
tion in an out of the way store of the sole attend- 
ant, and for a confederate to rifle the money till. 
Another of the gang would represent himself as 
a public officer, and while in pursuitof his duty 


afford his confederate ample opportunity to make 
away With the ready cash in the drawer,I a every 
case asfaras could be ascertained the daring 
desperadoes sneceeded in making good their es- 
cape. Probably the most novel, and yet by no 
means new dodge, was that perpetrated just a 
year ago upon a grocer at the corner of Washing- 
ton and Eleventh streets. On February 2, 1883, 
two young men hurriedly entered the store of 
John H. Van Dohlen, one 
CARRYING A SILK HAT 
and the other a high-crowned Derby, besides the 
ones they had on their heads. As they entered 
they were laughing and talking in a lively man- 
ner, aud, approaching the grocer, said they 
wanted him to decide a bet as to which hat would 
hold the greater quantity of molasses. 
Theyexpressed their willingness to pay tor the 
molasses, while he could keep it if he desired 
after the decision was declared. The grocer 
filled the silk hat first and handed it to one of the 
men to hold while he filled the other. While ina 
stooping posture in filling the second hat, the silk 
lat with its contents was forced over the grocer’s 
head, the sticky fluid completely enveloping his 
face and rendering him for the time totaily blind 
and helpless. Before he could fully realize his 
position the men, with the parting saluta- 
tion of “Stick to it, old man!” 
made good their escape. When he had freed 
his eyes and washed his face he found that his 
money-drawer had been robbed of $275. Their 
next exploit was on May 28, when two men rep- 
resenting themselves as attaches of the depart- 
ment buildings entered the grocery of Peter Re- 
jolla at No. 1101 Thira avenue. One of them 
ASKED FOR CHANGE 

for a five-dollar bill. Having received the change 
and noted the location of the till, thé other called 
the storeKeeper’s attention to some irregu- 
larity about his sign infront of his store, 
which he saia extended too far into the street. 
The grocer stepped outside witn the speaker to 
look at the sign, and when he returned the two 
men left in opposite directions. While outside 
his money drawer was robbed of $35. Three or 
four weeks ago Inspector Byrnes, thinking these 
depredations were becoming too frequent, de- 
tailed Detectives McGuire, Mangin, Ruland, Mc- 
Closkey*and Haley to make a thorough investi- 
gation. AS the result of their  tire- 
some but persistent labors the officers yester- 
day morg@ng succeeded in capturing three 
men who have been recognized by the police as 
notorious characters and thieves. Their names 
are Robert Hawthorne, aged 23 years, of No. 49 
Renwick street; James McGuire, alias Jesse 
James, aged 23, of Vandam street, and Charles 
Arita, alias Baliain, aged 25, of No. 139, West 
Fourth street.

Scenes at Pittsburg After the Greatest Flood 
in Fifty Years—A Bugler Drowned and a 
Widow Made a Maniac at Newport, Ky.— 
Flood Notes. :

COrorcrvwaTt, February 8,9:45 A. M.—At 9 o’clock 
this morn ing the river is 62 feet 4% Inches, a rise 
of 4% in ches since2a.m. THe weather is cloudy 
and cool. The cold wave flag that was fiying 
from the signal office yesterday morning has dis- 
appeared. Hopes of a freeze ‘are dissipated, as 
' no relief is expected now on that account. The 
river at Portsmouth 1s 60 feet and rising fast. It 
is falling fast atthe headwaters, buta further 
rise must come before it all runs out. Marrietta 
and Parkersburg have been entirely cut off from all 
conimunication for two days. Portsmouth is the 
only up-river point heard from so far. 

A BUGLER DROWNED. 

CINCINNATI, February 8.—The river has been 
rising more rapidiy since 9 o’clock, At noon it 
was sixty-two feet, six and one-half inches, being 
a rise of two inches in the last three hours. No ad- 
ditional losses are reported and no loss of life on 
this side of the river. IuNewportearly this morning 
Wm. Bucbert,a bugier of the United States troops 
at Newport Barracks, fell from a skiff while try- 
ing to reach the second story of the barracks 
building and was drowned. He was 22 years of 
age and belonged to Baltimore. 

HOPELKSSLY INSANE.

Ali Neutral Powers Wili Continue to Protect 
Foreigners in China—Affairs in Madagas= 
car—Canadian Chai—Cable Flashes. 


Lonpon, February 8—The papers that have 
been laid before Parliament explaining the nego- 
tiations petween Eugland and the other neutral 
powers, concerning the course to be pursued, 
should war arise between France and China, bave 
twice formed a subject ot inauiry on the part of 
France.

James, last Decem- 
ber, that the powers having vessels in Chinese 
waters proposed to instruct their congpancers lo 
unite in adopting measures to insure the protec- 
tion of fureignuers, and the continuance of a 
friendly spirit between France and China. M. 
Waddington said iv reply that France would not 
exceed the programme already announced, by 
either interfering with foreign trade or blockading 
treaty ports, unless forced to do so by the action 


of China,

The stage scene In every operatic performance 
or rehearsal represents, amoug other things, the 
meeting of extremes. The people who group 
there as though members of a fraternal band, sep- 
arate just back of the flies, ana until Dusiness 
calis them together before the footlights again, 
the distance between the aristocratic few and the 
plebean many is as great as the former can make 
it. They are not only strangers, but pains are 
taken that nothing shall betray them into 
being anything else. The organization of a 
great opera company in no small degree resem- 
bles that of a political monarchy, the leading pri- 
ma donna representing the queen, the solo artists 
representing the members of her court, and the 
lesserflights and chorus representing the populace. 
While one magnificent coach is Irequently little 


more than s6ufficent for a leading prima 
donna, another coach, not a _ tfifle 
larger. and absolutely innocent of 
iuxurious appointments, is sufficient for the en- 
tire troupe of ballet girls, whose fluffy divinity in 
the calcium glare suggests that they are kept in 
glass cases. Another coach is amply large to 
carry the entire orevesira, and a third provides 
for \he hard-working chorus. When their destina- 
tion is reaehed, this multitude have ample oppor- 
tunity to prove their 
ABILITY TO TAKE CARE OF THEMSELVES. 

Perhaps the advance ageut has furnisued themalist 
of the cheap hotels, and perhaps he _ hasun’t 
Wiether he bas or not makes little difference, for 
e:eh of these humble ministers to art has learned 
Lo look out for number one. Sthouidering their 
persoyp.l baggage, and patronizing a street cir or 
shanks’ mnare, according as their ideas of economy 
may prompt, they seek some humbie hosteiry,

THE WORK OF THE CONVENTION, 
The National Mississippi River Conven- 
tion has met and adjourned. If it had done 
nothing that would have been bad enough; 
unfortunately it has done worse than nothing. 
The Convention met to assert the inde- 
pendence of the Mississippi River in the 
matter of appropriations. It met to enforce 
its claim to recognition on its merits. 
This was all that there was in the move- 
ment. 
And at the very first moment, almost be- 
fore it met, the convention surrendered the 
cause it had been sent to support. lt be- 
trayed its trust, hauled down its flag, re- 
nou nced its manhood, and cringed before the 
enemy with the abject submission of BAKER 
PasHa’s Egyptians before the conquering 
Eu Manni. It did not make even a show of 
resistance. 
lad it resisted it might perhaps have 
been beaten; it might have lost everything 
except honor. As it is, it has lost every- 
thing, honor included. 
It met to boast of its strength, and it did 
not stand up long enough to be knocked 
down. It met toshow the country its in- 
fluencein national legislation and it suc- 
cumbed to the first lobby that bluffed it. It 
did not dare to open its mouth to make 
the only declaration it had undertaken to 
make. Its mushy and meaningless plati- 
tudes were written by men who shivered in 
terror of the Hennepin Canal on the one 
side and of the Cheesequakes creeks on the 
other. 
The mischief is done and there is no remedy. 
The action of the convention represents 
nothing but the cowardice of its nerveless 
and boneless leaders. But we cannot repudi- 
ate it. Eighteen States of the Mississippi 
Valley subscribed for it, hurrahed for it, 
sent it forth, and they are disgraced and 
hamiliated by its abject surrender, St. 
Louis, which started it and furnished it with 


}a president and secretary, must bear the 


brunt of the disgrace and consent to be the 
laughing-stock of the rest of the country. 
And the great river—the great Father of 
Waters; the mighty stream whose welfare 
we have regarded as one of the chief factors 
in the national prosperity, must nuw take its 
place at the tail end of that procession of 
beggars, paupers and thieves which makes 
up the “River and Harbor Steal.” 
This is the work of the vaunted conven- 
tion.

A WEAK CASE, 

The Globe-Democrat this morning trans- 
fers the discussion of the water gas question 
to the House of Delegates and lays before 
that bedy all the reasons which can be found 
in favor of granting the franchise. These 
are two in number. The first reason is “if 
the bill becomes a law it will be impossible 
for the Laciede Company to raise its prices,” 
Does anybody suppose that the Laciede Com- 
pany is going toraise itsprices? The La 
clede Company is not a professional] philan- 
thropist, and will make al] the money it can. 
But its directors are not idiots. They un- 
derstand perfectly well that they are ex- 
posed to competition whenever any rival 
company can get a franchise, and they would 
not, under any circumstances, dare to raise 
the price of gas. They know that if that 
were once done the first rival company that 
came along would get a franchise at once. 

The city has all the guarantee it needs that 
the Laciede Company will not raise the price 
of gas. 

The second argument that the Globe-Demo- 
crat discgvers in favor of this million-dollar 
gift is, that the Water Gas Company is re- 
quired to furnish gas for the street lamps at 
$20 per lamp if the city chooses to buy it. 
This is a remarkable proposition which we 
should like to have the Globe-Democrat ex- 
plain at length. 

it is strange enough to find the city grant- 
ing so valuable a franchise for such paltry 
considerations, But the strangest thing of 
allis to find the Globe-Democrat favoring 
the measure. The Globe-Democrat is above 
the suspicion of anv vena! motive in such a 
matter; it is intensely patriotic whenever 
any local interest of St. Louis is concerned; 
it is intelligent enough to understand the 
situation exactly. And yet it is the chief 
advucate of a measure which, if successful, 
willdeprive St. Louis of its chief financial 
asset for twenty years to come; which wiil 
give away without cousideration, without 
any return whatever, a franchise for which 
any gas expert would be glad to pay millions 
of dollars whenever the franchise can be 
utrlized.

President ARTHUR’S judicial appoint- 
ments have been generally very good ones. 
To the bench at least he has appliea the 
true idea of civil service reform, “inside of 
the party,” by promoting Republicans 
whose eminent qualifications were already 
manifested so clearly there could be no mis- 
take.

I have received papers 
here from Canada, with only 1 cent postage upon 
them,and I have gotten 2 or more papers that way 
under one cover containing all the way from six 
to tweive sheets. They may be small and insig- 
nificant up therein the Dominion, but there’s 
nothing picayunish about their postal charges, 
Here you’ve got to go down to the Post Office and 
find out whether the paper you are sending is 
over weight or not, and then ve charged accord- 


ing toits weight lixe a letter. What old-fogyish- 
ness this is; bow un-American! Why, such con- 
duct is well enough in the effete old European 
governmental systems, where everything seems 
to be done on the principle of giving the greatest 
amount of inconvenieuce to the public for the 
highest possible rates ore will endure, but to 
say that it should be possible in this country is to 
state aseeming paradox. And then if they (the 
newspapers) are not full paid at the place of post- 
ing they are thrown out like so much rubbish.

The Theaters. 
Grand Italian Opera received another figurat- 
ive black eye last night,and even by scattexing the 
sparse attendance over the house failed to make 
much of a showing at the Olympic,while up-stairs 
there were but few to scatter. It must have 
evoked numbers of managerial groans and gnash- 
ings of teeth, but all to no avail, and the excellent 
east of “Carmen” did not answer to arouse the 
local music lovers from their phlegm or indiffer- 
ence. Itis a pity—a very great pity—but it can- 
not be heiped, and St. Louis will possibly be the 


sufferer in the long run. Poor support of such 
enterprises as Mr. Abbey’s simply means a pos- 
sible elimination of St. Louis from future cir- 
cuits. It is not a pleasant view to take of it, but 
it is an exceedingly probable issue. Taken as a 
whole, the cast wa’ the most interesting ef the 
week, and in a dramatic sense it Was a grand 
one. Thepartsare ali strong and distinctive, 
aud require artists of great dramatic power to fill 
them. Certainly but few operas have ever been 
acted in St. Louis as “Carmen” was acted last 
night. Itis essentiaily a dramatic work and as 
such received a superb interpretation. 
*** 

Comparisons are odious, but they can hardly be 
refrained from in alluding to Trebelli’s assumption 
of the leading role. I need hardly say that 1 refer to 
tie difference between her picture of the wanton, 
vicious gypsy and that of Mine. Minnie Hauck, 
whois so thoroughly identified with the part. 
The opera,} its characters, its action and its nrusic 
are all peculiar; it 1s different from all other lyric 
works, and its posthumous success 1s in keeping 
with the quaintness vf the opera, its departures 
from set rules of composition and the seeming 
lack of concert between the soloists and choristers 
and orchestra, although the harmonies are 
never impaired. It *seems a sort of mercy 
that the leading role never feil into the hands of 
Marie Roze, for whom Bizet wrote it—which 
seems tu be the accepted version of the story—for 
she was too refined aud cool-tempered an artiste 
ever to have stamped it with success. She after- 
wards did do much with the part and rendered it 
admirably, but the copy had been set for her, and 
she could never bave vriginated itso as to make 
ita prominent assumption. The refinement nat- 
ural to ber could not be wholly subdued in her 
Carmen; andthe same remark applies to Mrs. 
Zelda Seguin Wallace, in a lesser degree, and to 
Mme. Trebelli, in still less a proportion, however, 
Itrequired the natural inbred and untamable 
vixen to do the role its peculiar justice; and when 
Mme. Hauck was the Carmen, Don Jose’s trrita- 
bility and temper were not altogether assumed. 
Miss Kellogg, who assumed the character here 
originaliy, came cioser to Miss Hauck,

And as Mme Trebelli was not as clear as Mme 
Hauck was in the part, her years was a drawback 
and she suffered personally by comparison 
with that artiste, who was young, diminutive 
and fullof movement asa_ kKitten—or, rather, a 
cat with its claws alternately in the shea:h, and 
exposed. Trebelli’s assumption was fully artistic, 
and fraught with eXpression, and was’ such as 
only a splendid artiste coula have accomplished, 
and there could be no absolute fault found with 
her acting, which was artistic and characteristic, 
She isa magvificent brunette witha handsonie 
Southern face, aud witha springy, easy move- 
ment as might haye become an Andalusian 
beauty. Her facial expression is most perfect. 
and the rapid transitions of coquetry, cunning. 
mischief and hatred were splenuidiy pictured in 
ler mebiie countenance. As for her voice, we 
had an excellent taste of its quality on Monday 
evening. itis very rich in quality and strong in 
force, aud has an exceedingly high range 
and a wonderful compass, the low- 
er notes being most telling. AS an 
artiste trained in the most perfect of schools, her 
method is admirable and her phrasing is smooth, 
and lacks that jerky effect prime donne are prone 
to assume, Sue sangand acted splendidly, and 
after severalof the scenes was recailed. The 
third act was especially strong, and Lrebelli, Cam- 
panini, Del Puente and Vaileria received an 
ovation,
